“Pieduction Tax 
. By Norman F. Poiciee 


Claims Proposed Tax “Unworkable, 
Inequitable and Unjust”; Would Wrest 
Control From Municipal Districts 


. “The Agricultural Land Relief Act. (commonly known as the 
seven per cent production tax act) will revolutionize the system of 
taxation in ‘rural communitics, if put into effect.*. This was a state- 
ment marte by Norman: F, Priestley, vice-president of the United 
Farmers of Alberta, at a meeting held under the auspices of. the 
Lacombe and District Board of Trade in the Central Alberta Pavilion 


Wednesilay night. 


Close to 150: farmers and residents of the town 


and district turned up to hear a comprehensive explanation of the 
terms of the act, and how those terms would affect the farmers of 


the Province. 


and made it quite clear in-<his 
Opening remarks that the meet- 
ing was called for the express 
purpose of learning the terms of 
the act, and their effects upon 
the farming commiinity. He 
urged that those present confine 
themselves to the @et alone, and 
engage in no personalities or 
political argument. 

Mp, Priestley interpreted in his 
own words. each clause of. the 
act, analysing the phrases at 
letigth to show their cxact mean- 
ing. He commented on the feasi- 
bility of the act, declaring it to 
be “quite unworkable, quite in- 
equitable and quite unjust.” The 
speaker then enlarged on _ these 
statements, pointing out that the 
size. of Alberta itself, combined 
with the diversity of products 
produced here, made the — taxa- 
tion scheme unworkable; the act 
was. inequitable and unjust, he 
went on to say, beause its. very. 
terms placed a premium on an 
industrious and scientific farmer, 
and at no place in the act was 
there any provision made to take 
into consideration the differences 
in costs of producing and mar- 
keting farm produce in various 
sections of the Province. 

Act Is Revolutionary 

Mr. Priestley gave evidence 
throughout the speech to show 
that the act was “revohitionary 
and showed evidenced of being 
prepared in haste.” ‘The speaker 
also saw. cause for alarm in 
the ioss of local control on taxa- 
lion, control now given through 
the. power of» the. municipal 


coun ta, levy... faxes. against 
pi gents in» their community, 


“There seems to be a tendency,” 
he said, ‘to wrest control from 


"ihe councils and invest that con- 


trol in a centralized government 
--loss of local control is not 
democracy.” 

A question period of close to 
one hour followed the speech, 
A vote wes taken to. decide 
whether or not the meeting was 
in favor of hearing a resolution 
pertaining to the act, but it was 
decided that the meeting was for 
educational purposes only, and 
the resolution. was not presented. 

The meeting was called by 1 
committee appointed by the ex- 
ecutive of the Bourd of Trade to 
provide some reliable source of 
information regarding the much 
discussed Production Tax Act for 
the residents of the district. The 
committee consisted of H. E, 
Heath, M. G. Cruikshank and. H; 
E. Wilson. .

No Other. Wisin 


HE decision of the Supreme Court of Canada 

in declaring ultra vires the recent acts passed 

by the Alberta Government ‘was anticipated by 

the citizens of Canada, Such acts as those passed 

by the Social Credit Government here would have 

given Premier. Aberhart and his Legislature power 

to confiscate privately owned interests, and would 

have placed in his hands the authority to tax citi- 
zens residing outside the Province. 

It is odd that the present Provincial Govern- 
ment should so often have to he told by the Fed- 
eral House and the Supreme Court of Canada that 
legislation passed by a democratic goyernment 
inust be democratic in principle. For the past

it make one’§ heart bleed? If a certain percentage 
were not avoidable, educators would not worry 


so much. It is that certain avoidable percentage 
that is so-greatly worth working for, : 

Dr. D, 1.. McCullough, of the Provincial Train- 
ing School at Red Deer, when. addressing the 
U.F.W.A. Convention in 1936, made one or two 
statements which are very apropos in this con- 
nection. He said, speaking of paralysed defec- 
tives: “Some have “been paralysed as the result 
of injuries to the brain at birth, or as the result 
of whooping cough, abscess of the brain, or other 
preventible causes in infancy.” He stated, “seme 
have been allowed to become deformed from long 
continued faulty posture,” and further added, 


“many of these crippled cascs are . . . the result 
of preventible causes.” 
Despite quarantine laws, many individuals 


do not hesitate to go wherever they wish to, with 
the most contagious of diseases raging in their 
homes. I am afraid the rural population are the 
most. guilty in this respect. In this connection 1 
can give a very dreadful illustration. A girl, on 
arriving late at a dance in a community hall, ex- 
cused herself, saying it had taken her so long to 
pick off the scabs (scarlet fever), and get them 
powdered over so that she could at last come 
looking half respectable. Many otherwise well- 
educated peope will try to evade quarantine 
laws, by saying THEIR children are not really 
very sick, and they don’t like the loss of school- 
time involved, But—it is wel! to remember, in 
this respect, that while one child ‘night have a 
conununicable disease lightly, and with no ill after- 
effects. this same child may give the same disease 


to another child, who might take it severely, and 


be left with bad eyes, deafness, rheumatism, etc., 
etc, 


So, it would appear that there is still a lot of 
educational work to do on this most vital sub- 
ject—health. It seems hardly possible in this era 
of radio, clinics, and free educational pamphlets 
that such ignorance can be possible. It is though, 
and I wonder if it is not something in which we 
women can play a very prominent part. . What 
is the use of these thousands of crippled minds 
and bodies, an army of living dead, too poignantly 
pathetic to dwell on too long? 

Thinking along this line -during last week 
brouglit to ‘ny mind one of the finest women liv- 
ing in Canada today—our own Mrs, Parlby, I 
say “our own,” as she lives not so far away, at 
Alix. She has, for many years, championed the 
cause of health and education, and did su very 
ably, for fourtcen years, in the Legislative Assei- 
bly. When I heard that her name had been per- 
petuated by being engraved on a_ plaque in the 
Parliament Buildings at Ottawa, together with the 
names of four other prominent and pioneer 
women, I felt what a privilege we women in this 
Lacombe Constituency had had. She was, and I 
am sure, still is, vitally interested in women’s 
problems, and in the subject of peace. The Hon. 
lt. B. Bennett chose her, an Alberta Farm Woman, 
a Minister Withott Portfolio ‘in one of the very 
few Farmer Governments the world has ever 
seen, to be one of Canada’s representatives at 
Geneva. Her work still lives on, and will do so 
forever in the history of Alberta. With her ex- 
ample before us, we should be encouraged to make 
untiring efforts to free Alberta from this scourge 
It is only through education that a full compre- 
hension of the value of inoculation, vaccination, 
and other preventatives will be inculcated in the 
Iiinds of the general public. Individual effort can 
accompiish but little—it is through our organiza- 
tions, which many of us support all too little, that 
real pingress can be achieved,

WEST TAKES ON JOB OF 
SUPPLYING ITS OWN 
PETROLEUM 

How the prairie west has taken 
over the job of supplying its own 
petroleum needs is one of the 
most recent stories in national 
development and was told recent- 
ly at a session of the Yariff 
Board. 

F. G. Cottle, Chief Auditor of 
the Alberta Board of Public Utili- 
ties Corumissioners, said that 
until last year the west was al- 
most wholly. dependent upon 
Montana for its supplies of crude 
oil, In 1936 nearly 3,500,000 bar- 
rels of oil were imported into the 
prairies from Montana. 

Turner Valley came in as an 
oil field and prairie refiners dis- 
continued Montana purchases to 
such an extent that by the end* 
of 1937 they were taking less than 
5 per cent of Montana purchases. 
In 1936 they had been taking 
more than half of it. Today prac- 
tically the only Montana oil 
which enters Western Canada 
comes in as refined products. 

Readjustment to meet this sud- 
den transformation was no small 
task. It called for construction 
of pipe lines, reductions in rail- 
way freight rates, expansion of 
refineries, and . other activities, 
Producers in Turner Valley bene- 
fitted by the enlarged market. 
Consumers over most of the 
prairie west benefitted by sharp- 
ly reduced prices for light petro- 
leum products. 

On this year’s consumption of 
gasoline, distillate, and other 
petroleum fuels, they will save 


at least $5,500,000.

St. George’s Day — England's 
Day—was celebrated on. April 23 
in almost every country in the 
world, It is the name day of our 
King, George VJ.; and: the day on 
which, in 303 A.D., St. George, 
England’s Patron Saint, suffered 
inartyrdom., 


On this day also, in 1564, Shake- 
speare was born, and in 1616 he 
died. In 1850 Wordsworth died; 
in 1349 the Order of the Garter 
was instituted, ant the Crder of 
the Red Cross in 3883. 

St.. Gearge’s Day was first 
celebrated on our. prairies on 
April 23, 1755—183 .years ago-- 
by Anthony Henday, an English 
youth apprenticed to the Hud- 
son’s Bay ‘Company. 

Henday held the ceremony at 
the junction of the Red Deer 
River and Tail Creek, about 16 
miles West of the present town 
of Stetler, Alta, by, as he de- 
scribed it in his Journal,, “Dis- 
playing my flag, by feasting, 
talking, drumming, etc. oh 
this plentiful land,” 

Henday was. the first while 
wan ever to cross the Canadian 
prairies, or .o see the Canadian 
Rockies. He ‘spent the winter in 
trapping and hunting between 
the present C.P.R. line from Cat- 
gary to Edinonton, and the Red 
Deer River. He travelled about 
1800 miles by canoe, and some 
900 ‘miles Uverland on foot—one 
of the most remarkable and ad- 
venturous journeys ever made by 
‘a lone, white .man.
